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PIGEON LAKE MISSION 
OUTPOST OF CIVILIZATION 
SEVENTY YEARS AGO 


A Methodist mission was establish- 
ed on the north shore of Pigeon lake 
70 years ago making that region one 
of the early outposts of civilization. 
The mission finally was closed and 
today two popular jsummer resorts 
make the name of Pigeon Lake well- 
known in all sections of Central Al- 
berta. ° 


For long centuries, how many any- 
one is free to guess, the solitudes of 
Pigeon Lake were disturbed only by 


.the presence of the country’s native 


inhabitants, the Indians, by wild ani- 
mals and. birds, by the gentle lapping 
of waves on the sandy shore in calm 


‘weather, and the thunder of the gale 


in stormy season as it drove the 
white-capped swells in upon the 
beach and roared away through the 
lofty pines. Today, Pigeon lake, ten 
miles long and six miles wide, 2,770 


feet above sea level, and sixty miles ‘generally , referred to as Hobbema, | 
buildings !

The first records, and perhaps the 
only early histery, of the lake may be 
found in the story of tle life and ex- 
periences of the intrepid Mehodist 
missionary, George McDougall.
